After  the  explosion  one  of  them  noticed  me  watching'  I 
and  told  me  to  loavo*  I  went  home  picked  uo  my  go  glee  8U)d  went  fishing  j 
with  two  Koreans.  e  did  not  dare  return  to  where  my  father  was  be^ng 
hold  for  we  hafi  no  flreaxme  and  v'ould  have  suffered  the  earns  treatment^  j 
On  returning  from  fishing,  I  saw  my  father  who  h'wl  been  carried  and 
assisted  home  by  my  mother,  sister,  another  woman,  and  the  help  of 
ohlldren.  7-ia  body  was  covered  \'ith  bruisee  and  on  the  l0''er  portion  of 
hie  baok  vae  a  large  bruise  about  five  Inohea  in  diameter  appearing  to  be 
a  bxirnt  spot,  -is  right  eye  was  ff.follen  and  the  eye  itself  was  a  dark 
red.  :iother  tried  to  feed  him  but  he  ooxildn't  eat  very  much.
